(JROANS INSTEAD OK ClIKEBS. 

London, July 3.— The conduct of the 
Staff of telegraph clerks in the general 
office iu London, in answering tiie call for 
cheers for the Queen and Postmaster 
General Bailees with a groan on the occa- 
sion of the postal jubilee at South Kensing- 
ton, yesterday, has greatly enraged Mr. 
Railtes, and will doubtless hasten the 
settlement of the differences now existing 
between the telegraphers and tin; post-office 
department either through a strike or the 
resignation of Raikes . The matter is the 
topic of wide discussion, and the general 
opinion is that if the Queen had been pub 
liely insulted, Raikes is responsible for it. 
It appears that as the linale of the jubilee, 
it. was arranged by a connection of the 
wires that there should be a simul- 
taneous cheer for the Queen in 
every telegraph station tliMfughqut the 
kingdom. Two thousand people were 
waiting in the general office to hear the 
manifestation of loyalty to their sovereign, 
to which tho telegraphers were expected to 
give vent when the signal should be given. 
The signal was flashed over the wires and 
the assembled Britons were horrified when 
there burst from the throats of the geucrul 
staff a hoarse groan wliosi: depth was not 
relieved by a single cheer. .Scarcely bad 
the groan ceased, when another deeper one 
followed as an expression of the feeling en- 
tertained for Raikes by the clerks. To day 
the Postmtvster-Qenernl ordered that the 
clerks sign an apology for their conduct, and 
the demand wa6 promptly mid unqualified- 
ly refused, the spokesman of the clerks de- 
claring that the men did not feel that they 
had done anything for which they should 
apologise; hut, on the contrary, would re- 
peat their manifestations, so far as Raikes 
was concerned, under similar circumstane.es.

Cordial Beeeptlon to the New Pastor of the 
Pandora Avenue Methodist Clmrcb. 

The Pandora Methodist Church was filled 
last night with an interested and enthusi- 
astic congregation, anxious to do honor to 
and show their sympathy with their new 
pastor, I!ev. Coverdale Watson. Rev. 
Joseph i all occupied tho chair, and on the 
platform were Rev. Mr. White, of the 
(Jorge Road church, Rev. 1). Fraser, Mr. 
Jessop, and others. The chairman briefly 
spoke of the ex ' feme pleasure it gtive him 
to welcome Mr. and Mrs. Watson back to 
Victoria, lie paid a warm tribute to Mr. 
Watson as a man and a Christian minister, 
and predicted for the church, under bis 
care, additional prosperity and success. All 
his brethren Heartily welcomed him back 
again among them. 

Mr. John Jessop as representing the 
Board of Trustees tendered his congratu- 
lations to both the minister and the people 
on thus being brought together again and 
augured for the churcli an additional mea- 
sure of success under Mr. Watson's pasto- 
rate, 

Rev. Mr. Watson who was warmly 
applauded expressed the extreme pleasure 
it afforded him to get back to Victoria. He 
spoke of the almost unrivalled resources of 
the province, stating that lie believed the 
future of British Columbia would be as 
great as, if not greater than, tliat 
of any province in the Dominion. 
He hail loved British Columbia ever since 
be had first looked upon the city of Victoria 
and had ever since continued to love her. 
In church as well as in other affairs, he 
warned his hearers against depreciating 
anything, and advised them instead to 
search out what was excellent. Some 
people might possibly ask him why ho had 
come hack so soon, and might even charge 
bim with fickleness. Though be had not 
been an invalid and iiad done his full work, 
tltero had been something seriously the 
matter with him. Ho had had his cares 
and worries here. His wife and ho had 
thought that, perhaps, they were wearing 
bim down and that a. change would he bene 
licial. But, instead oi this, he had 
gradually .worn down for a year, and 
bad ' almost cowe to the conclu- 
sion that the time hid come for 
bim to n' vo l, P 'be Christian ministry. A 
friend had, however, directed him to tho 
only physician who could treat his case. 
The secret had been discovered uud tho 
cause removed, and to-day he was what he 
had not been for eighteen years. IJtit for 
this he should never have left the province. 
He bud thought that he and bis wife would 
return here at the end of six years; but when 
an intimation had come from the Board of 
the church that they desired hitn to come 
back, li - felt that he must comply. He was 
profoundly thankful to Cod that he bad 
come here, the more so us he had had no- 
thing to do with it. His gieat satisfaction, 
he would say, arose from the fact 
that he had been wauled whore 
he bad served the church before, and be 
accepted it us u call from God, He bud 
done bis best when here before. He had 
preached as well as he could, but he 
thought he ought to be a better preacher 
than he was six years ago. We ought nil 
to be better and to do the best we could, 
since all should be laid on the altar of 
Christ's service. He gave to his con- 
gregation his entire confidence and expected 
theirs in return. He had never been a 
partizan and, with Cod's help, he never 
would be; he had never worked with indi- 
vidual members of the Board of Manage- 
ment and he never would, lie would work 
with the board as a, board. If anyone de- 
sired his friendship ho might rest assured 
that he should not make that person's ene- 
mies his own enemies. He wanted all to 
think as highly as possible of one another, 
mid not to depreciate or allow 
anyono else to be depreciated. Wo 
could only he in touch with each other tor 
a little while, he therefore wishes that all 
should be inspired with sentiment of divine 



love. It was the custom when people were 
laid in their coffins to place Bowers over mid 
about them and say kind words which 
should have been said much sooner. In the 
sentiment "1 live, yet not I, but Christ 
liveth in me," ho had nit assurance tliat 
made him us strong us God. He came to 
them to ox plain and emphasize to them 
what they already knew, his Mission was 
to raise Christ before bis fellow-men. His 
work was to preach to them the truth and 
ho invited them to look God and the truth 
in the face, remembering that they wero 
passing on to the great judgment. He was 
happy to succeed in the pulpit a minister of 
great attainments. Mr. Starr and he 
could not be compared together and 
neither could sutler by a contrast. 
He felt happy to follow

Imperial Parliament, 

London, duly In the Commons this 
evening, W. H. Smith intimated that the 
government intended to pass the Tithes bill 
this session. Mr. Waddy asked whether 
the Anglo-Gernian agreement involving 
thousands of miles of African territory 
would be binding upon parliament before 
seeing the test of t lie instruments. Sir 
James Ferguson replied that the agreement 
had been made in conformity with constitu- 
tional usage. Labouchere asked whether 
Englaud's protectorate over Zanzibar was 
dependent upon Franco agreeing to release 
that country from tbu agreement of LStj'2, 
guaranteeing the independence of the .Sul- 
tan. Sir .J allies Ferguson declined to say 
anything further than that communications 
were now passing between the two govern- 
ernments. W. If. Smith stated that tho 
cession of Heligoland would be subject to 
the assent of parliament. Sir James Fer- 
mison declined to answer any ipiestions in 
regard to British naval officers in Newfound- 
land having interfered with the lobster 
fisheries, seeing that legal proceedings had 
been taken against them. Naval officers, 
he said, had general instructions to prevent 
British fishermen from interfering with the 
free enjoyment of the rights of French 
fishermen. These instructions were framed 

in pursuance of treaty obligations. 

Hon. Edward Stanhope, Secretary of 
State for War, sajtl that the government 
was still considering the recommendation of 
ihe army committee in regard to tho aboli- 
tion of the rank of commander-in-chief of 
tho army. He also stated that Gen. Sir 
Rodvers Butler would succeed Geni Wolseley 
as Adjutant-General, Respecting the re- 
port of the army com mission, the govern 
nient thought the council of defence which 
the commission proposed might be founded 
within the cabinet. Other recommenda- 
tions of the commission would also be adopt- 
ed. The retirement of Cen. Wolseley. Stan- 
hope said, was not due to any difference 
wit li himself. General Roberta, he an- 
nounced, bad consented to servo two years 
longer as commander-in-chief of the army 
in India. 

The procedure committee discussed at 
length the amendment offered by Gladstone 
against the suspending of bills. 

ttru, Middle ton's Succe»sor, 

London, July 3. — Attention is culled 
here to the stroiif; feeling in Canada, that 
General Middleton's successoras commander- 
in-chief of the Canadian forces ought to he 
a Canadian officer. Truth refers to the 
subject- to-day, although wrongly stating 
the dispute between the Canadian authori- 
ties and the War Office, on the point gener- 
ally admitted here that there is no occasion 
on the score of efficiency for the appoint- 
ment of an Eugltsh officer. It is believed 
that a firm representation made to the War 
Office for the appointment of a Canadian 
may be successful.

The Chilcat Country — Over Fresh 
Fields and Rugged Moun- 
tain Tops. 

Poling' Up the Klahecua— A Galaxy 
of Peaks Rivalling the 
Caucasus. 



(Special corrcspoiulenco of The Colonist.) 
Uppbk Chilcat, Camp 7, May 12, 
1890.— Having purohased a canoe, as I 
described in my last article to Tun Col- 
onist, at the last and highest Indian 
camp upon the Upper Chilcat river, 
whence 1 also dispatched the Indian 
courier to Col. Ripinsky, some thirty 
miles below, 1 had to polo, puddle or tow 
tho said canoe, wi h tho assistance of a 
white man, who was not familiar with 
punting or poling, against the exceeding- 
ly swift current of the Chilcat and sub- 
sequently of the Klaheena river in order 
to overtake tho remainder of my party, 
who were probably safely camped upon 
tho treeless summit of Point Christopher, 
having cut a trail thither with axes fron 
camp 5. 

1 found on first setting off that the 
canoe was not perfectly level in the wafce 
the oil sacks, containing the additional 
supplies of food, not having been properly 
disposed upon its bottom. This having 
been set right so that she rode upon a 
perfectly level keel, 1 next found that 
she refused to tow properly. The In- 
dians, who observed this, sot n corrected 
it by slightly altering the position of the 
tow-rope, which should have been 
attached to the canoe at a distance from 
the bows of one- third her total 
lonth, aftor which, by si'ting in the 
stern, the steerer directs lier course with 
a paddle without ai y exertion ; but oc- 
casi nally 1 hud to exchange tho paddle 
for the pole where the current was so 
swift that, even with a full strain upon 
the tow rope, we could barely make head- 
way against it. 

Progress was slow, but continuous, ex- 
cept where tho too great depth of water 
for poling combined with tho impossi 
bility of towing from that bank owing to 
scrub and timber, and a swiftness too 
great for the paddle to contend with 
obliged us to cross the river. Then 

IT WAS HKAKT-ISRK.AKINd 

to sco how much ground wo lost in so do- 
ing, swept downward by the nine-knot 
current. In some places tho depth, or 
rather the shallowness, was such that, if 
the stern had been perceptibly deeper 
sunk than the bows, the stern would have 
grounded, while the forward part of it 
would have been whirled round by tho 
force of water ; nor, on reaching the 
other side, is it easy to gather up the 
tow-rope and leap out upon a shelving 
bank of loose pebbles past which the 
canoe is being carried with arrow-like 
rapidity, and then to bring her up and 
commence the tedious work of towing her 
in the teeth of the rapids and with a foot- 
hold up n the yielding sand. Any 
bungling under these circumstances was 
sure to be followed by unpleasant conse- 
quences such as a total but, temporary dis- 
appearance under the milk-white flood, 
which was now of a temperature of 
thirty-eight owing to tho amount of ice 
upon the banks. 

Towards tlv afternoon tho temperature 
of the Klaheena rose five or six degrees, 
according to the heat of tho sun, and also, 
as is usual with all streams of glacial 
origin, it was subject to a daily rise and 
fall which was indupouclcnt of the steady 
daily rise of the river owing to the in- 
creasing heat of May. Thus the distance 
of its sources caused the water to increase 
in volume and swiftness I nun noon to 
midnight, after which it cuinmenced to 
decrease from midnight to noon, the 
daily rise measuring from six to ten 
inches according to the heat of the 
weather, thu diurnal fall in volume incas 
■ring from live to eight inches during the 
time the tine weather lasted. After a few 
days of cloudy, rainy weather 1 found the 
river falling fr in day to day at about the 
same ratio as that at which it had risen 
during the line weather. 

Most of the Chilcat canoes, except the 
larger ones which come from British Ter- 
ritory, are made of Cottonwood, which is 
exceedingly tough and makes good strong 
craft, but they are liable to split longi- 
tudinally from stem to stern. This par- 
ticular canoe had been repaired by tacking 
s'rips f tin across tho cracks, besides 
which 1 had tilled them in with resin and 
grease boiled together, thus entirely 
preventing the iiu/ress of Water. 
Another danger to which we were exposed 
all day was that of contact with large 
blocks of ice which were floating down 
the current mil were difficult to see, and 
esp eially round bends of tho river or in 
the foam of rapids with thoaun's in one's 
eyes. The man towing had also to walk- 
up n tho ice bordering tho stream upon 
either side like white walls, which the 
water had completely undermined in cer- 
tain places, when it frequently fell into 
the current with 

AN APPALLING NOISE, 

and had ho been standing upon it at tho 
time must have thrown him into thu 
river, to say nothing of its falling upon 
the canoe which frequently had to pass 
below such overhanging masses. A light 
person might hove been carried off his 
legs wading, or a heavy uno might easily 
capsize a Chilcat canoe by jumping into it 
too heedlessly. 

It is worthy of remark that during line 
weather 1 invariably found the wind dur- 
ing the day lime in the Chilcat valley 
blowing up from the sea, commencing 
in the forenoon with a gentle breeze 
which gradually increased to a smart gale 
that died quito away by sunset, while 
during the night there was either no wind 
or else it blew in the contrary direction. 
This regular movement of the atmosphere 
no doubt is an important factor in produc- 
ing tho regular daily rise and fall of tho 
river. It is also of great assistance to tho 
Ohilcata, who can thus count upon a 
breeze to assist them up against tho cur- 
rent by means of a sail: in fact, 
rendering poling unnecessary except in 
certain places, while by starting either 
early or late in I ho day when descending 
tho river they can avoid it altogether, 
sineo it is difficult to stoor canoes with 
accuracy when being curried downstream

against tho wind, tho tendency being, as 
in Norwegian boats and others built high 
at both ot.ds, to slew sideways, and in 
many parts of tho Chilcat river very nice 
calculation is essential to avoid snags, 
rocks, shallows and especially fallen trees 
in tho narrow channels, where the current 
runs as high as nine miles an hour. 

Tho salmon-trout had arrived in the 
river, as I was made aware by observing 
an old man trying to hook some up with 
a largo gaff by striking upwards towards 
the surface with a long elastic polo on 
tho chance of one being within range, tho 
muddinesB of the water preventing their 
either seeing or being seen. That lie 
was successful 1 knew, because ho offbred 
me ten previous to my departure at the 
Cliilcat price of a quarter each, like early 
strawberries. 

It was two hours before midnight when 
wo reached tho now camp, thankful to 
haul tho canoe out of a rivor which it 
takes at least ion times as long to ascend 
in it as to descend. But 

THE TENTS HAD BEEN PITCHED 

in a conspicuous manner and the English 
flag upon a lofty polo was waving over 
my tent, while an enormous lire, ready 
to dry our clothes by, liad all been dis- 
tinctly visible to us for several hours 
previously and formed a d is tine ly cheer- 
ing spectacle. The weather remains as 
it has been for the last twelve days, a 
cloudless sky and a gentle broeze pro- 
bably from the westward in the higher 
regions of the atmosphere. I found that 
along the coast lino to tho westward, at 
Yakutat, the Copper River, Prince 
William .Sound and the Alaskan Penin- 
sula wet cloudy weather was invariably 
accompanied by an easterly wind, will e 
a westerly one was witliout exception 
synchronous with dry and usually clear 
weather, but as there have been no 
clouds or even vapour of any kind upon 
tho mountains it has been difficult to 
decide, though < n making a partial ascent 
of a mountain I named Alt. Glave, tho 
wind was from tho westward at an eleva- 
tion of livo thousand feet above the 
river. 

Wo passed, Sunday the 11th quietly m 
camp. A small party of Chilcat Indians 
came down the valley. We sighted them 
first at a distance of some miles on the 
wide expanse of the Klaheena, though 
the number of snags, trunks and roots 
trees with which it is 
difficult to distinguish 
They largely wade in preference to fore 
ing thoir way through the bush, and, as 
the river has not yet risen to its full 
spring height, it can be waded in many 
places whore it becomes sub-divided into 
branches and assumes a broad and 
rapid character. In choosing a nlace to 
wade a river it must bo borne in mind 
that wdiere it ia swiftest and broadest, 
tlioro it is also shallowest. 1 observed 
these Indians for some time with the 
field-glass and noted both tlie places they 
selected for crossing and the manner in 
which they effected it. Tho party con- 
sisted of a man, two women and a boy, 
and they negotiated tho deeper streams 
ia lin ••. shoulder to shoulder, all of them 
holding on to the same pole or limb of a 
tree held horizontally, of which there 
were plenty lying about, the man grasp- 
ing the up-stream end and his legs break- 
i' g the force of the current for those be- 
low; upon the top of his pack was perched 
a small child. It is better to 

CARRY A HEAVY WEIGHT 

in wading a swift stream than to carry 
none whatever, as it renders one's legs 
less liable to he swopt, from under one by 
the force of the water, though having 
once lost one's j foothold no doubt a 
heavy pack strapped to one's back 
would make it difficult to re- 
cover. Of this we shall probably 
experience more in the immediate future. 
These Indians had evidently come from 
the divide, and had either been hunting 
or trading, probably the former, as tho 
presence of the women and child made it 
unlikely that they had come so far. More- 
over, after giving them tea and crackers, 
1 saw that their packs contained but a few 
furs <]f the commonest kind. We had 
bridged a small clear stream, sluggish but 
dcop, on the west ot our camp by felling 
a tall Cottonwood and floating one end 
across. It formed a footway so narrow 
and slippery and the water was so pro- 
found on either side that I hesitated to 
cross it, and only did so once, and that in 
fear and trembling, preferring to wade. 
But these Chilcats walked across (except 
one woman, and the man informed us 
is a Yakutat) without so much as 
thinking twice about it, turning their toes 
inwardsaftertho mannerofanapo, though a 
wdiite has informed me that he has ob- 
served the Chikats balancing them- 
selves acn S3 a log bridge by stopping 
sideways all the time, the feet being 
planted so that, both pointed to the same 
side. 

On May 12th, with my Kwagintlh 
half-breed, 1 made a tedious, ascent of 
Mount, Glave. We had lu run a race 
wMi the river. I was anxious to rocross 
it before noon, as, subsequent to (!:.:: 
hour, i! rises so rapidly that 1 feared it 
might be almost unfordable, particularly 
as wo found it bard enough to s agger 
across in the early morning, when it was 
almost at its It west. I therefore roused 
everyone at four, and we had breakfast — 
porridge with condensed milk stirred in 
undiluted, haul tack or captain's biscuits 
toasted, w th butter, canned roast beef, 
cheese and cold boiled beans. It was im- 
portant also to know if there was much 
game in the country to depend 
upon for food; if possible to get a 
glimpse towards tho St. Elias district in 
case any superlatively high peaks 
should bo visible in that direction, and to 
obtain a general view of the immediate 
district. 

We tried to cross at several points bo- 
foro succeeding, using long poles as a 
support, but in returning wo imitated the 
Indians by forming line (of two), and 
then, like 

Till; HUNDRED PIPERS, 
"Shoulder to shoulder tho brave men 
stood," and instead of dancing ourselves 
dry to the pibroch's sound, wo climbed 
ourselves dry to tho drumming of numer- 
ous grouse, tho sighing of the breeze and 
the crackling of dry slicks as we forced a 
way upwards through tho intorplaitod 
stems of thickest brushwood, scaring, 
possibly, a bear whose tracks wore fresh 
upon the slopes. Wo presently reached 
a tall spruce on which a grouse was Bit- 
ing, uttering the peculiar booming sound 
which can be heard, at least, a miie away 
on a still day. It required, as usual, a

A FAILURE. 

The endeavor to banish American sil- 
ver fr in Manitoba proves to bo a failure. 
The Winnipeg Commercial says: "In 
the last lasuo of this journal notice was 
taken of the intention of the banks in 
Manitoba to subject United States silver 
coin to n discount, sufficiently heavy to 
drive it out of circulation here, if the 
business public would only second the 
efforts of the bunks. One week's ex- 
perience of the enforcement has made 
plain the fact, that t he banks are going to 
fail in their aim this time, No person 
outsuie of the banks thought there was 
any injustice in the effort tlum made, 
had the hanks only made sullicient pre- 
parations for enforcing it without incon- 
venience to the business public. To avoid 
this it was necessary to have a full supply 
of Canadian silver r<ady once United 
States coin was refused, but in this the 
bank's failed. On Saturday retail merchants 
were peddling around tin banks all morn- 
ing asking for change in Canadian coin, 
but could not obtain anything liko a suf- 
ficiency, and in some instances they re- 
ceived but scant courtesy. A feeling of 
irritation sproad rapidly over tho city, 
and before stores closed for the night 
there was scarcely an institution doing 
business at which United Sta es coin was 
not received as freely as Canadian. Tho 
street car company are still trying to en- 
force the shave, but scores of citizens 
who patronize tho cars aic prepared to 
hoof their way along, unless the ear com- 
pany withdraws from the position they 
have taken." 

EVKERBODY RIGHT. 

The New York Maritime Register 
remarks that : "Fishing and fishermen 
are raising no end of a row in the world 
at present, and great nations are almost 
at daggers drawn on account of them. 
Tlio undemonstrative cod and frisky 
mackerel have had their share in this and 
now the crusty lobster must put his claw 
into tho game. Ai id yet. we bear much of 
the gentle art, so helpful to rest at d 
swoet contemplation, and fishermen the 
world over are supposed to be jolly fel- 
lows, even if their tub's fatigue the 
imagination.

The last wail comes from Newfoundland, 
but probably no blood will be shed, and 
in the end fishermen will follow their 
calling in prnce, and the cod, the 
mackerel, >hu lobster and the seal will be 
tho only objectors to tlio settlement of 
tho dispute over which Americans, 
Canadians and Frenchmen nre now so 
bitter." It must be remembered, bow- 
ever, tlint in the present issue there are 
vital points at issue, and that, no matter 
how successful it may bo for tho time 
being, "might in no way constitutes 
right."

IS CRIME JUSTIFIABLE. 

Wo think that if our correspondent 
" .J. A. C." is tlio conscientious man he 
wishes its to believe ho is, ho would not 
think of committing a crime oven to 
hotter the condition of his children. He 
evidently has a lingering belief that his 
neighbors who have with their savings, 
honestly earned, purchased land possess 
some kind of right to their property. To 
take their land from them without giving 
them anything in return, he evidently 
believes would be a hardship. Hut what 
is ho to do / He must take some menus 
to better the condition, in which ho be- 
lieves his children and his grandchildren 
will be, if society continues in its present 
state, and if that is to be effected by 
robbing his neighbors, the land-owners, 
why the deed must bo done. 

Many men have, before now, been in 
the position in which "J. A. C." tinds 
himself. They saw some good, or fancied 
good, which they desired almost within 
their reach, but it could not attainod 
without committing what ordinary people 
call a crime-- robbery, forgery, murder, 
or the like. They had some consideration 
for those upon whoso rights they pro- 
posed tu infringe, but their wants were 
pressing, and the deairo to possess what 
was not their own was vsery strong. What 
old-fashioned people call their " virtue " 
was not strong enough tu resist the 
temptation to "appropriate" their 
neighbor's property, s > '.hey committed 
tlio crime. Sometimes thoy got out of 
i ho stolen goods what tin y expected, but 
up no frequently tho Avenger was close 
behind them and causod them to feel the 
truth of the saying of the Old Book, 
"The way of the transgressor is hard." 

We think that this would be the case with 
"J. A. C." and his fellow-socialists. How 
does lie know that all the good resul s 
ho expects would follow the spoliation of 
the land-owners / Speculations such as 
he indulges in tiro often the most disap- 
pointing and unsatisfying of dreams, li 
the land were common property to-mor- 
row, what certainty has he that it would 
be better managed in any way than it is 
now, or that ivorkintfmcn would be in 
the slightest degree better oil' than they 
are to-day I There arc wise men who 
say that the State would make tho worst 
kind of landlord, and that there are mil- 
lions who would not use the land if they 
had ever so good a chance. 

Our correspondent must not take specu- 
lations and predictions— his own or any- 
one olse's— for certainties. Ho might 
find after tho crime had been committed 
and the Statu made the owner of all the 
land, that the last state of Bociety would 
bo worso than tho first — and that 
the robbery and tho cruel injustice hud 
been committed in vain. JJid it ever 
occur to .1. A. C. that it is a most danger- 
ous thing to destroy tho security of pro- 
perty. It would not take a great deal of 
argument to prove to a man who had 
convinced himself that property in land 
is robbery, that property in sheep and 
horses and cattle in grain and roots and 
fruits is also robbery. Me could be very 
quickly brought to believe that no 
man had a rightto anything but what was 
necessary to sustain life. S Baling is as 
easily learned as lying, and the com- 
munity that considers it no harm to "ap- 
propriate" tho land wou d not bo long 
boforo it would be convinced that it would 
bo justifiable for the common good to ap- 
propriate private property of other kinds. 
Tho disorganization of society, anarchy, 
and finally savagery, are, in our opinion, 
a groat deal moro likoly to follow tho 



wholesale robbery of tho land owners 
than any improvement to any class of the 
population. 

But lot us roturn to tho point from 
which wo started. Is a man or a body of 
men, on the chance of improving his or 
their condition, justified in committing a 
crime 'I "Will not a man who is really 
honost, when ho cannot net what ho 
wishes to have without taking what does 
not belong to him, givo up all idea of at- 
tempting to obtain it in that way i Are 
tho laws of God, tho laws of man and con- 
siderations of justio, honor and of hu- 
manity to lmvo no longer any influence 
on men's conduct I 

FUANK ADMISSIONS. 

Every ono knows that politics in the 
United States are exceedingly corrupt. 
Elections from first to last uro corruptly 
carried on. Even the pretence of 
honesty is not in many places kept up. 
In tho North, East and West, election 
contests are confessedly games of dia- 
mond cut diamond, and in the South 
tho negroes are openly and [undiaguisedly 
cheated out of their votes. Sad to relate, 
corruption does nut stop outside the 
Halls of Legislation. She follows the 
representatives of the people to their 
seats in the Chamber and may be seen 
every day, and all day long, Haunting 
shamelessly in the lobbies. Although 
this is generally known, it does not often 
happon that men holding high positions 
in the Legislatures openly confess it to 
be true. Senator Lngalls does more limn 
this, lie not only admits the immorality 
of polities in the United Slates, but he 
glories in it, and ridicules those who 
deprecate and deplore the w ckedness 
and the baseness of the practices of 
politicians. He says in an Eastern 
magazine : 

"The purification of politics is an irre- 
descent dream. Government is force. 
Politics is a battle forsuproma y. Parties 
are the armies. The Decalogue and the 
Golden Rule have no place m a political 
campaign. Tho object is success. To 
defeat the antagonist and expel the party 
in power is the purpose. The Republic- 
ans and Democrats are as irreconoiliably 
opposed to each other as were Grant and 
Lee in the Wilderness. They use 
ballots instead of bullets, but the 
struggle is as unrelenting ami 
desperate, and tho result sought for is 
the same. In war it is lawful to deceive 
the enemy, to hire Hessians, to purchase 
mercenaries, to mutilate, to kill, to 
destroy. The commander who lost a 
battle through the activity of his moral 
nature, would be thedorisi n and the jest 
of history. This modern cant about the 
corruption of politics is fatiguing in the 
extreme. It proceeds from tlio t a 
ctis art! and syllabub dilettauteisni, the 
frivolous and desultory sentimentalism of 
epicencs, " 

If an Englishman or a Canadian repre- 
sented a United States Senator as speaking 
of the politics of his country in this way, 
ho would bo accused of libelling the pub- 
lic men of the Great Republic ; but here 
we have a man occupying the place of 
President of tho Senate of tho United 
Sta'es, describing the condition of Ameri- 
can politics and tho ways of American 
public men in a manner in which few for- 
eigners, let them be ever so hostile to the 
Republic, would venture to depict. 



ACROSS THE ItOUNDAIiY. 

Tho simple announcement that the 
Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia 
has gone to Band' for the benefit of hi;, 
health, and that he will he abaont from 
Victoria for some six weeks docs not ap- 
pear to convey much of interest to tin- 
student of Cunsti utional Government; 
but really and in truth, it does do so. It 
may no. be generally known that the 
Prince of Wales, for instance, cannot go 
on a pleasure trip to Paris, i r in pursuit 
of health to Nice or Cannes, without first 
getting permission from the Home Secre- 
tary, which really means f the House o| 
Commons. A few years ag i there was 
an earthquake in the Riviera when the 
Prince was there, and tho oupon the 
Home Secretary at ouco telegraphed 
ordering him homo- order which In 
at. OUCO obeyed. 

the late Lord 
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ilig of the great reform bill of 183S 
Brougham went to Scotland to ee 
the passing of the Act. lie proceeded in 
triumph from one great castle to another, 
— from the castle of the Marquis ol 
Bredalbane at Kenmore, to tho Duke oi 
Argyll's at Invorary; and thou to the 
castle of the Countess Russell, where 
there happened to be a large party 
assembled. I le was Lord High Chancel- 
lor of England at the time, and contrary 
to etiquette, contrary to precedent, con- 
trary to law, he look with him outside 
the realm of England, t he great seal of 
the Lord Chancellor of England. Lord 
Brougham had a biting wit, and a sarcas- 
tic tongue, and so took great pleasure in 
tensing and badgering tho la lies of tin! 
party anent their foibles, and their v.v i- 
ties, To revenge themselves the ladies pur- 
loined the great Seal, which Brougham 
know ho had no right to tako to Scotland, 
a d hid it somewhere in the castle. 
Hrou ham thereupon becamo gro.;tly 
alarmed, for if the great seal wore lost or 
stolen, — and in a foreign country, too, — 
lieavon only knew what would happen. 
Then for several evenings tho ladies of 
the party had tho BiircaBtic Lord at their 
mercy, and so thoy nmdo him duueo to 



their music. Thoy hid tho seal in the 
drawing-room, and for several evenings 
Lord Brougham was compellod to look 
for it, to the accompaniment of the piano 
When ho was "hot," as tho saying is, tin 
piano was played loudly; when ho was 
"cold," or far away from tho seal, the 
piano gave forth the faintest of sounds. 
It must have been very amusing to watch 
tho Noblo Lord, as, evening after evening; 
he danced round tho room, all the time 
being teased and tantalized by the ladies, 
on whom, previously, ho had been ex- 
pending h s humor and his wit. However, 
the moral of the story is, that he did an 
unconstitutional net, in taking the great 
seal outside the realm of England. 

Similarly a Governor-General of Can- 
ada may not come to Canada, 
nor depart from . it, unless by an 
English steamer, coming or going to an 
English port. Me cannot travel by the 
Cunard line, unless he has special leave 
to do so. When Lord Dufferin was 
Governor- General of Canada he some- 
times went to New York to see his den-- 
tist, but he did it on tho sly, and 
he laughingly used to say, that 
he should have first got leave from the 
Colonial Secretary in London. Here in 
this Province things are not so strictly 
defined; but even here a curious question 
is involved in the absence of our Lieuten- 
ant-Governor from our province. Ho has 
gone to Banff in the Northwest territory, 
and, in order to meet, this constitutional 
theory, it will he necessary for him to 
travel about a hundred miles and to come 
into this Province at the (i lacier, or Golden, 
or Donald every time ho is required to 
give his assent to official documents not 
otherwise provided for. This sootiis 
strange, but it. expresses in a small way 
the power possessed by the people over 
the Crown and over the representatives 
of the Cr«.>\vn in a constitutionally gov- 
erned country. — Com. 



UNEXPECTED. 



The result nf> the election in Barrow- 
in-Furnesj was, we think, on this si !e of 
the Atlantic, altogether unlooked for. It 
was generally believed that Mr. Caino, 
who had resigned his seat in order to free 
himself from any embarrassment in vot- 
ing against the Government he was 
elected to support, would here-elected by 
■i very large majority. But the seat he 
vacated was contested both by the Con 
sorvatives and the Gladstoniitus. In this 
triangular duel it would be natural to 
suppose that he would beat both his rivals. 
In 1886 he, as a Liberal, was returned 
by a majority of uver nine hundred, 

At the last ^ noral election he came out 
as a Liberal Uni mist. He then defeated 
the Gladstoniun can I id ate by a majority 
of moro than thiiteen hundred. It, was 
therefore reasonable to suppose that run- 
ning m opposition to compensation, lie 
would have a better chance than either of 
the party candidates. Tho Montreal 
Witness was so sine of his returntliat.it 
s id in a leading article, "Mr. Cable's re- 
election for Barrow is morally certain." 
But the Witness's moral certainty has 
proved to bo something very much the 
reverse. Instead of being re-elected, Mr. 
Caine has been beaten by 71-1 votes. A 
majority uf thirteen hundred converted 
into a minority of over Boven hundred 
shows that a very great change indeed has 
taken place in Barrow-in-Furnoss.

Silent 
and freezing contempt, is, in our i pinion, 
the proper treatment for the Table of 
Precedence."

i day night, and that the assassin was sup- 
i posed to have come over to Victoria yester- 
day morilin . As several hours had 
I elapsed betw. n the vessel's arrival and the 
receipt of tin- telegram by the chief of police, 
I the murden bad ample time to hide him- 
self, and, hough the police made a 
diligent seai . no trace of him could be 
found hist night. 

The murdered man was named John

ill Port Townsend. His clerk was an 
Italian, known by the name of Smith, and 
he is believed to be the assassin. Mr. Lctis 
was known to bo eccentricand never banked 
his money. This fact was known to Smith, 
and sometime during Thursday night, the 
unfortunate old man was hacked t.. death 
while he slept, his head being nearly severed 
from his body. It is not known how much 
(if any) booty the murderer secured: but he 
is believed to have come over to this city on 
the Walla Walla, which reached here at 
a. in. yesterday. Smith is described as 
being f> feet (i inches in height, with a 
round, full face, and wearing a black or 
wdiito slouched hat. A reward is uH'ered 
for his capture.

A few morhihga ago wliilo a Coi.o.vist 
reporter wus looking up nowB he came 
across an individual who inquired if he 
had heard of "the Wreck of the Louise." 

"No." paid the nswspauer man. Has 
the Lot ise tcone the way of the Sardonyx, 
down in Davy .Jones' locker! What do 
you know about it?" 

•'I don't know anything," replied the 
other, "except that a hackman who was 
here a few minutes ago said that the re- 
port was current in town. The informa- 
tion, he said, had been brdugll in by an 
Indian. "

demanded. 

"I don't know, but he had a rod 
moustache and drove a pair of horses." 

Tiio newspaperman next undertook to 
look over the lmckrunn,bu.t not Hading one 
who emtio ui) to he descritpiou wont on a 
fresh tack. He had noticed two alder- 
men being driven along the streets by a 
man with a red moustache, and so oO' ho 
posted to the City Hall to try to find the 
aldermen.

careful scrutiny of several minutes before 
the plump form of the bird could bo dis- 
tinguished, tin ugh one could almost 
locate tho precise spot by the 
sound it, continued to give forth, 
until a well-directed shot brought 
our lunch fluttering to my foul.

The view from such 
an altitude and in such <; place was of the 
Superheat character, and unapproachable 
except, I think, in tho Caucasus, in its 
qualites of mingled width of verdure and 
highest snow-capped desolation. Mt. 
Fairweatlier and a galaxy of peaks in the 
south formed a distant, cluster of glitter- 
ing pinnacles fringing the sky.

Out 
of sight, out, of mind, is their motto, lint 
the shoaling of harbors will in time con- 
vince them of ^lioir error. No const city 
should all ov its harbor to be a receptacle 
ill any way for refuse, and should rather 
improve by eve y means in order to ac- 
commodate the doep draught vessels that 
commerce now employs. It certainly 
seems wil li in the power of modern skill 
and Boionco to Bud other ways of dispos- 
ing of city garbage than to throw it over 
the city fence, or opposite the city front 
door, as is practically now the ease."

strate that fcliore is much yet to be done, 
and tli u authorities cannot do bettor than 
hurry up and do it.

Italics of a Peaceful Rnco of l\I«n Found 
Among tho Wind-Worn Oaves of 

Olontezana County, Col Why 

Tlioy Beonmo ISxtincr, 

Tho archrcologists of Denver should bo 
happy. Almost at their very door they can 
now seo tho skulls and handiwork of men 
and woniou of pre-historio timo. Tho caves 
of tho cliff-dwellers on tho Mancos, of 
Southern Colorado, havo boon onco moro 
entered by vandals, hut this time only ruin 
and tho dust of dopartod conturies were to 
bo found. 

Tho existenco of theso cavos has long 
been known, but no thorough, examination 
was ever made until a few months ago, 
when Charles MoLoyd, a prospector and 
minerof tho San Juan, and four companions 
concluded that it would ho at least a lark to 
look into tho abandoneddwollings. A writer 
InthoDenver Republican describes the re- 
sult, of their investigations, No definite 
idea of securing a collection was thought of, 
but after wandering from one mm to an- 
other on tho top of tho cliffs, and where the 
laudcould he made fertile, they commenced 
exploring the caves. Among the first 
entered littlo of interest was to bo found, 
but thoy finally came to aplace that was al- 
most inaccessible. On tho mesa above a 
larso reservoir was to bo seen, and it is the 
opinion of tho explorers that this great 
tract of ground was once tilled by tho peo- 
ple who lived in tho caves below. But now 
pinon trees of great age are standing on all 
sides, and how many oi them have sprung 
up, lived their days, decayed and then have 
been succeeded by others, no man living to- 
day knows— it may havo been hundreds, it 
may havo been thousands of years ago. 

Mr. MoLoyd says that the dwellings in 
Montezana County were found on tho sides 
of walls of tho canyon of of the Mancos and 
its tributaries in wind-worn caves or crev- 
ices caused by falling water, and were so 
completely protected from the elements 
that many ofthoir effects wore found in u 
perfect slate of preservation. As a rule, 
theso caves aro m til most inaccessible 
places. When inhabited they were reached 
quite frequently by notches cut In tho rock, 
and at other times rope ladders must have 
been used. 

Quite a number of tho houses found were 
of pretentious dimensions, the largest being 
a building on tho ground floor of which aro 
113 rooms, and 200 in tho upper stories. This 
building was four stories in height with a 
tower, and was built of dressed stone and a 
cement made of the surrounding soil 
mixed with a substance now unknown, and 
the architecture now would bo called that 
of tho Roman period. 

Tho race which inhabited it is thought tt> 
have been related to tho Zunis, Moquis and 
Pueblos, and it is supposed was tlio an- 
cestors of those tribes. Tins, however, is 
simply supposition, and is based on tho for- 
mation of t he skulls and the relics of differ- 
ent kinds loft. 

The race, according to tho theory advanced 
by the Smithsonian Institute, existed about 
ten thousand years ago. This theory is 
based upon the idea that tho people lived 
and farmed on the banks of the Salt river be- 
fore the bed of that stream was changed 
and tho iindiug of trees and fungi in tho 
ruins. 

Tho adjoining natives, tho Havajos, aro 
the only race that havo any tradition con- 
cerning those people, and theirs is that the 
cliff-dwellers Deoame extinct oy Doing over- 
come by numbers, and, preferring deatti by 
drowning rather than at the hands of the 
enemy, jumped into tho water below their 
homes, and, insti ' of drowning became 
lish. The cliff-d\.. Jers were a quiet, in- 
offensive race, judging from tho lack of in- 
struments of war and tho many articles 
that were used in their crudo method of 
farming. 

Phrenologically speaking, they were quiet 
and peaceable, the back part of tho skull be- 
ing very flat and often depressed, while the 
front part was woll formed and denoted 
some intelligence. 

Among tho skulls in tho collection is ono 
that consists of ono pieco only, and shows 
no trace of a scam between the three parts, 
as is usual in tho human skull. The bones 
fouud u uuld indicate that they were n peo- 
ple of medium height and we'd formed, hav- 
ing small hands and feet, the hair black and 
finer in tcxturo than tliatof any known race 
of savages. There is no sign of any domes- 
ticated animal or fowl with tho exception 
of the turkey ; it was utilized in many ways, 
specimens of dust brushes, bone needles, 
etc., having been found. The agricultural 
products found consisted of corn, beans and 
pumpkins, for articles of food, and the 
yucca for that of clothing. Their textile 
fabrics consisted of mats and cloths madoof 
cord of the yucca plant Interwoven with 
the down from tho turkey or fur of some 
animal, and is soft and flexible. It was used 
evidently only in tho burying of their dead, 
who were wrapped in this cloth. 

There were discovered near tho cities of 
these people large reservoirs for holding tho 
water that came down from the mountains. 
These reservoirs were made with stone 
wails. There is ono still perfect, it being 
situated on top of the "mesa vordi"orfool 
hills, and is 150 feet in diameter, walled 
with double wails and contains from ten to 
fifteen feol of water. All their farming was 
carried on in the valleys above the canyons 
and was accomplished by liurd labor and 
with tho crudest of implements, nothing 
having been found of this nature excopt a 
sharp-pointed stick of hard wood, which 
was used to tear up the ground for plan ling. 

Their household utensils consisted of 
pottery jars and casks made of fiber and 
covered with a substance resembling mod- 
ern varnish Both were made in coils und 
are light in weight and of course very dura- 
ble. 

Their knives "were made from the bones 
of tho deer, highly polished and very sharp. 
There is nothing to indicate thut they were 
acquainted in any respect with tho uses of 
any kind of metal. They used both wood 
and coal for healing and cooking purposes, 
and had their fireplaces just oulsido the 
door in tho same manner that tho Mexicans 
do to-day, Tho sandals used, unlike those 
worn by savage tribes of tho present, 
were made of vegetable libers and not of 
skins, and there is nothing to show that the 
cliff d welters wore in any way proficient in 
tho art of hunting, ua only arrows of harti 
wood and cane are found, and they could 
not bo used in killing large game, being of 
so fragile a nature. They had but few or- 
naments, which were made mostly of tur- 
key bones and nuts resembling tho hickory 
nut, and of which no other specimens aro 
extant. There aro, however, a few made 
of eannol coal, inlaid with ivory of somo 
kind. 

This raco was ono evidently that on ac- 
count of their peaceful natures were driven 
from place to place in the valley, and finally 
took refuge and built homes In theso almost 
lniiccesBiblo places, and Were at last over- 
come and perished in defense of their 
homes, as tho unfinished walls found indi- 
cate that thoy woro suddenly interrupted 
In tho midst of their usual occupations and 
put to doath. •-

[inpossiblo to Keep Domestic! fn Montana 
Who Are Worth Their Salt. 

Perhaps tho demand for domestic servants 
is as generally unsatisfied in tho North- 
west as in any other section. I havo yet to 
visit tho happy, happy land where the 
servant-girl problem does not exist as the 
principal source of domestic gloom, but 
here it is certainly to bo found at its worst. 
It is utterly impossible to keep a girl, says 
a Montana correspondent of the New York 
Tribune. The female half of tho popula 
Hon, while largo and growing, is still In a 
considerable measure tho smaller half, and 
young women of every degree aro quoted 
at far more than thoy would fetch east of 
the Alloghanios. This remark may not be 
gallant, and yet it ought to be valuable 
to such young women in tho East as 
feel themselves unappreciated. Tho cases 
aro counted in hundreds where a girl 
has entered a family as a cook or chamber- 
maid and thereafter remained as daughter- 
in-law. It is highly unprofitable to fetch 
girls from Eastern cities. If they are 
worth their salt they go off and get married 
ol ten beforo they havo earned tho ju ice oi 
their railway fare. Servants' wages an 
100 per cent, higher in Montana than in 
New York. Tho cooks on the railway din 
mg-cars receive {GO a month. Iti privuti 
families 530 is the lowest wages offered, 
ind some are paid as much as £100. 

Tho girl experiment is so generally un- 
satisfactory that many families omploj 
negro men and Chinamen. Tho way to gi 
i Chinaman is to toll another Chinaman 
you want one. Ho will spare you all tin 
; rouble and expense of dealing with an em- 
ployment agency. An officer at Fort Cue 
tor who had imported girl after girl onti 
to have them come to him within a intuit i 
or two and simper out that they wero go- 
ing to get married, was at last, advised bj 
a friend to procure a mongolian. •■! hav 
onc," said the friend, "and ho is a perfect 
jowel.
